Tir Legislature has upder consideration a
Lill to protect the rights of women confined
in nunneries, which provides that twice in
overy year all convents in the State ghall be
visited by the judges (or a board of three ex-
sminers by them appointed) of each judicial
| distriol, when every nun is to be interrogated
| in regard to her willingness to remain in these
| institutions, and if she desires to regain her
| iberty she is to be set free, and all the
moneys received on her'behalf by the autho-
rities of the convent are to be restored, The
principle underlying this bill is correct, as no
| sane adult unconvioted of crime shonld be
involuntarily confined in a nunnery or else-
where, but it is doubtful whether legislation
of the character contemplated is neccasary to

We can imagine the soorn with which o large |

portion of the French people would look
upon such an exhibition, if there are

any Amerioans in Paris who have so little |

reapoot for the greatest name in their counn-
try's history as to earry out the proposition,
but the juxtaposition of the busts of the first
American Prosident and the last French em-
peror would also be considered aa a grim joke
at the expense of the man whom Viector Hugo
designated as Napoleon the Little, and would
give rise to some unavoidable comparisons
not altogether to the advantage of the hero
who flopped about in the water at Boulogne
with a tame eagle on his shoulder some years
ago, when he was not so highly thought of by
eager partisans as he is at the present move.
ment.

There is something ludicrous in the idea of
instituting a comparison betweon such men
as George Washington and Louis Napoleon
Bonaparte, that wonld furnish Rochefort with
s text upon which he could dilate with satis-
faction to himself and to an immense number
of the faithful subjects of the Emperor. But
unfortunately Rochefort is at this moment
illugtrating in his own person the difference
between the two men whose busts La Patrie
desgirea the Americans in Paris to place side
by aide in their celebration of their national
anniversdry; and Napoleonism has, for the pre-
sent, at least, effectually interfered with that
free expression of opinion on such deli-
oate matters that Roohefort considers
the most ocharming feature of Ameri-
can republicanism. Napoleon III gained
the throne he occupied by fraud, and by
slanghtering without mercy all who endea-
vored to oppose him in his efforts to over-
turn the liberties of his conntry. He has
ruled by force and by crushing ont avery effort
that has been made to enlarge the bounds of
liberty in France, and when compelled by fear
of another revolution to adopt an appearance
of liberality in his policy, he took the earliest
opportunity to show that in reality he had
not yielded, and did not intend to yield, an
ieta of his despotic power. The great idea of
his life has been to establish himself and his
family upon the throne of France, and to per-
petuate the empire fonnded by his uncle. He
has hesitated at nothing to accomplish his
objects, and the interests of Irance, consid-
erations of humanity, and every nokler emo-
tion, have been subordinated to his ambiliouns
designs.

George Washington, on the other hand,
found himself at theclose of the Amarican
Revolution in & position that was almost un-
precedented. The personal attachment to
him was unbounded, and he stood as the ore-
most man of his times, having compelled
even the admiration of his English opponents
by his stern integrity and lofty patriotism.
The American people looked to him as the
only proper head of the new nation that he
had done so much to bring into being, and a
crown was tendered him that he might have
accepted with credit to himself and withont
disparagement to his patriotic motives. He
declined te recsive the title of king, and
declared in favor of a republic and a govern-
meont founded upon the perfect equality of
all men and the largest liberty that was pos-
sible counsistent with the necessities of human
society, It was with reluctance that he even
consented to fill the office of President, to
whigh he was called by the unanimons voice
of his epuntrymen, and after serving two
torms of office and assisting in establishing
the now nation fairly on its fect, he declined
positively any further honors andretired to his
farm st Mount Vernon to end his days as a
plain citizen of the United HBtates, but
covered with bonors such as had never been
showered upon mortal man before. [His
name became the exemplification of the
loftiest and purest patriotisin, and his stain-
less moral and politieal character extorted the
admiration even of the most despotic rulers
of Europe, who looked upon the experiment
of the American repnblic with dread least it
ghould be a foreshadowing of their own
downfall.

These are the twomen between whom an im-
pudent French imperial journal wishes to in-
stitute a comparison, and it may be that there
are Americans now in Paris who may be so
wanting in propriety that they will carry out
the suggestion of La Pafrie and place the

bust of George Washington beside that of
Na.s:lwn in the pluce of honor at the festival
to-day.

It laments too pathetically the woes of
young women who have gone into nunneries
‘“‘perchance from disappointed love roman-
ces,"” and it is too emphatioc in its declaration
that life in & convent *‘is an unnatural condi-
tion or relation to sooiety, naver so intended
by the Creator, as woman was made for man
and is the germ of society.” This may be all
very true, but it is not exactly the proper
matter to put into law books, and the phrase
would answer far better as a rhetorical
flourish of a speoch-making member than as
8 portionof an act of Assembly. Desides,
what will the women rightists say to the doc-
trine? Will they admit that they were made
for man, and designed merely to be *‘the
germ of society,” instead of its rulers? Have
a care, Messiours Legislators, that in liberating
the nuns, you do not tread on the corns of the
Dickinsonites and Anthonytonians!

THE EXPULSION OF CORRUPT REP-

RESENTATIVES.
Wz are glad to see Congress so strongly dis-
posed, in the matter of the cadetships, to adopt
the principle that every member whose official
action is influediced by bribery should be ex-
pelled. 'We hope the dookrine will be carried
to its logical eonclusion, and enforced against
experienced old members as well as the green-
horns of the Capitol. If, in a civil or eri-
minal suit, where the property or liberty of a
single citizen was at stake, the jury should be
influenced in its decision by bribery, such a
wrong would be universally condemned; and
it is far more iniquitons for men entrusted
with the welfare of millions to suffer their
action to be influenced by sinister motives.
Congressmen and Senators who are capable
of receiving bribes are manifestly unfit to
direct the destinies of a great nation, and
they shonld not only be expellad, but, if pos-
sible, forever disqualified from holding office.
The State Legislature, also, should be purged
of its corrupt ingredients. Butif the good
work of expulsion is fairly begun and vigor-
ously continued at Harmrisburg, how many
vacant seats would be left at the end of the
session ?

It avrears that the magnificent Mikado of
Japan recently listened, for the firat time in
his life, to the strains of a piane, which had
just been presented to him by the Hmperor
of Austrin. Hewas so charmed that he in-
stantly resolved that his wife should be in-
structed in the use of the instrument, and the
wife of the British Ambassador at Jeddo is to
give lessons to the Mikadoess.

he does not, the gift of the Emperor of Aus-
tria may depreciate so fearfully in his estima-
tion that he will regard it as the device of an
inveterate enemy rather than the offering of
a sincere friend.

OBITUARY,

Hon. Willlnm Willls, LL. D.

The Hon. William Willis, of Portland, Maine
died at his residence in that city on Thursday
last. Mr. Willls was noted particularly as a
bistorlan of the sectlon of country in which he
resided. He published a complete history of
Portlund in 1833, and in 1863 o history of the
Malne Bar. Baesldes these he edited the collec-
tions of the Btale Historlcal Boclety, and was
the author of several addresses on the indi-
genous Indlan tribes of Maine, on the immigra-
tion of Bcotch Presbyterinns, on numismatics,
and varfous other subjects, in all of whicn de-
partments he showed rare knowledge. Mr.
Willls was born In 179 and grodusted at Har-
vard in 1813, For twenty years he was law
partner of the late Becretary Fessenden. He
married a danghter of the late Chief Justice
Whitman. He bas been Slate Senntor, Mayor
of Portland, and Member of the Electoral Col-
lege. In 1868 he received the title of LL. D.
from Bowdoln College, On the occasion of the
funeral of the late Mr., Peabody, Mr. Willia
ucted as one of the pall-Bearérs, which was his
last publle service.
